BERLIN (AP)—President Ken­ 
nedy’s speech was warmly wel­ 
comed today in threatened West 
Berlin and throughout Western 
Europe. 
West German Chancellor Kon 
rad Adenauer, declared in Bonn 
he was “happy that the United 
States has resolutely taken over 
the leadership of the West.” 


West Berlin morning newspa 
pers remade their late editions to 
carry long excerpts from the ad 
dress. A typical headline was the 
Morgenpost’s "Kennedy prepared 
to do everything for Berlin’s free 
dom.” 


The speech came too late for 
editorial reaction in most Euro­ 
pean capitals, but the liberal Le 
Matin of Antwerp, Belgium, com­ 
mented: 
“This speech means above all 
that the United States wants to 
fully assume its duties as leader 
of the Western world. Kennedy 
clearly expressed the American 
determination to take the diplo­ 
matic initiative back from the 
U S S R . ” 
First Communist reaction was 
bitter. The official East German 
news agency, ADN, asserted that 
Kennedy 
deliberately 
distorted 
Soviet proposals for relieving the 
Berlin tension. 
“He also failed totally to men 
tion the danger to the peace of 
Europe posed by West German 
militarism," ADN said.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P )-Ignor- 
ance once once again has become 
an ally of venereal disease, and 
two departm ents of Ohio’s state 
governm ent are trying to do some 
thing abou t it. 


This phase of the over-all battle 
against VD is being directed to­ 
ward an area where infection has 
been increasing—those u nder age 


2 0. 


Spearheading the cam paign are 
the Ohio departm ents of health 
and edu cation. 


Work ing with the U.S. Pu blic 
Health Service and local agencies 
on the over-all anti-VD program , 
officials of Ohio’s Health D epart­ 
ment have seen the total nu m ber 
of syphilis cases reported in Ohio 
drop to 4,078 du ring the past year. 
T hat’s less than the nu m ber of 
actively infectiou s cases — 5,514— 
noted in 1946, when the total nu m 
ber of reported syphilis cases in 
Ohio w as 
17,986.' Of 
the 
4.C78 
total reported over the last year, 
only 206 w ere considered actively 
infectiou s. 
Bu t there w ere 9,969 reported 
cases of gonorrhea in Ohio du ring 
1960, highest since 1949. 
Of the k nown VD cases in Ohio, 
abou t one in five involved a per­ 
son you nger than 20. Gonorrhea 
in particu lar has been increasing 
in this age category. State officials 
are trying to com bat it with a 
special 
edu cation 
program now 
beginning its fou rth year. 
A grant from the U.S. Pu blic 
Health Service helps su pport the 
project. 
Du ring the past year, Dr. Ralph 
E. Dwork , state health director, 
and Dr, E. E. Holt, state su per­ 
intendent 
of 
pu blic 
instru ction, 
sent a joint m em o to su perintend­ 
ents of all school districts. It said 
in part: 
“It was fou nd that principal 
obstacle to venereal disease edu ­ 
cation was the average teacher’s 
lack 
of 
k nowledge 
concerning 
these diseases.”

m eet 
the 
situ ation, 
the 
Health 
D epartm ent 
has 
helped 
plan 32 training conferences at 
which m ore than 1,000 teachers 
have been briefed. A special gu ide 
book let for teachers has been c ir­ 
cu lated. 
A ^ act pam phlet abou t VD call­ 
ed "Strictly for T eenagers” has 
been 
issu ed.

70,000 
copies have been circu lated thu s 
far. and m any other states and 
organizations have requ ested cop­ 
ies. 


Says Donald A. Campbell, form ­ 


er Alliance teacher and football 


coach and consu ltant for the de­ 


partm ent on the project: “ I cou ld 


ru n a mail order bu siness if I 


wanted to.” 


The pam phlet was prepared by 


the Health D epartm ent in coopera­ 


tion with the Edu cation D epart­ 
ment becau se, Campbell says:

As ballp lay ers hav e said from time to 
time abou t Hank Bau er, formerly of 
the 
U.S. Marines and New York Yankees, we 
want Gen. Cu rtis LeMay on ou r side if 
fighting starts. The Air Force chief of staff 
wou ld know how to deal with the situ ation 
at hand, we feel. He wou ldn’t hav e to look 
u p any thing in a book. 
He has sp ent a military career learning 
how to get airp lanes there and back with 
max imu m effectiv eness. His testimony be­ 
fore a Senate su bcommittee that he wou ld 
like half a billion dollars for more B-52 
bombers and another half billion to p u sh 
dev elop ment of the B-7 0 has to be taken 
seriou sly . 
The United States finally has been forced 
to realize 
something 
that 
ap p rehensiv e 
v oices hav e been warning it abou t for a 
long time—that it has no intention of shoot­ 
ing its gu ided missiles u ntil it reaches the 
last-resp rt stage in a showdown. 
MOST OF US are p rep ared to realize 
something else abou t 
the 
gu ided-missile 
theory of war. The missiles this cou ntry 
wou ld u se are in the op erational stage by 
cou rtesy only . Most of them wou ld take off 
and streak to their destinations withou t 
mishap , we hop e. 
Bu t 
some 
of 
them 
wou ldn't, and if the failu res came too close 
together the United States might be ou t of 
ti before it got into it. 
Short of the last-resort stage, the United 
States wou ld not take a chance of shooting 
gu ided missiles at enemy cities. It wou ld be 
u nthjnkable for it to lob them into the 


cities of its allies, ev en if those cities were 
in the p ossession of an enemy . Missiles are 
not selectiv e. They cannot tu rn arou nd and 
come back if there’s a change in orders. 
They cannot choose second targets, once 
they hav e started their jou rney s. They can­ 
not be fired with p recision. 
Gen. LeMay isn't p rop osing in this tou chy 
p eriod of hard second looks that the United 
States ditch the doctrine that missile war­ 
fare hav e made manned bombers u seless, 
thou gh he knows that doctrine is absu rd. 
He is p rop osing only that the United States 
lay in a larger su p p ly of tru sty ball bats in 
case the new au tomated dev ices won’t work, 
or in case the United States doesn’t tru st 
itself to u se them. 
WE NEVER DID go hook, line and sinker 
for 
the 
idea 
that 
the 
gov ernment 
was 
gu ilty of a missile lag and that missile 
lagging was a cap ital offense—not as long 
as Gen. LeMay and his p ilots and sp e­ 
cialists were getting there and back in 
training missions, u sing those long-range 
bombers he say s wou ld deliv er the knockou t 
p u nch if one had to be deliv ered. 
We thou ght a lot of that talk was p arti­ 
san gu ff to embarrass 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower, 
another 
hard-bitten 
realist 
we’d 
want to hav e on ou r side if fighting start­ 
ed, and that the main thing alway s was 
whether the United States cou ld get there 
and back in a manned bomber—“there” 
being ev ery imp ortant city in the Sov iet 
Union, the only cou ntry seemingly in a 
mood to start a war. 


Eic hmann Proves His Point 


There is this irony abou t the methodical 


testimony of Adolf Eichmann—that he has 
p rov ed his p oint, which wfas his p ersonal 
inability to do any thing abou t the slau ghter 
o f Jews by Hitler’s regime. 
Ev en if he had wanted to do something, 
he wou ld hav e been help less. Tfis help lessness 
was ty p ical of the help lessness of millions 
o f Germans who wou ld hav e wanted to do 
something had they known w’hat was haj>- 
p ening. He did know, y et he cou ld hav e 
changed nothing. 
Su rv iv ors of the horror that the Hitler 
regime inflicted on a help less minority with 
the assistance of thou sands of Germans like 
Adolf Eichmann hav e no p rev entiv e to su g­ 
gest that wou ld p rev ent a rep etition of the 
slau ghter, if the same circu mstances came 
into ex istence. 
Eichmann is in a class by himself as a 
defendant, bu t his gu ilt differs from that of 
thou sands of other Germans only in degree; 


all 
are 
gu ilty . 
Eichmann, 
himself, 
was 


nev er an ex ecu tioner. The men who p u lled 


the triggers on the gu ns and the lev ers that 


released the gas were p ersonally resp onsible 


for the slau ghter. Eichmann was at worst 
only a skilled fu nctionary in a p roject of 
genocide. 


His p oint is that he cou ld do nothing abou t 
it He has p rov ed it in his testimony , which 
now had ended. He cou ld not hav e changed 
the p olicy of Hitler’s regime—and he did 
not want to change it badly enou gh to 
make an issu e of it. 
It behoov es all who are su p p osedly to 
p rofit by this u nwholesome creatu res’ testi­ 
mony to make certain they are on the 
record against all crimes they may be called 
on to rev ile one day . Ev ery cou ntry has 
them. The United States has them, too— 
denial of equ al rights to minorities, 
for 
ex amp le. 


Cooling Of Southern Hospitality 


When the Su p reme Cou rt begins its fall- 
winter term this y ear, it will hav e before 
it one of the most closely watched cases 
of a generation. The Wall Street Jou rnal re­ 
p orts that inqu iries from lawy ers all ov er 
the cou ntry already are being receiv ed by 
the legalists who hav e p rep ared the case.

OF THEM, there are only 10 
which p rodu ce tru cks and p assen­ 
ger cars.

Six factories 
tu rn ou t bu ses. 
If y ou ’v e been to some of the 
big cities, y ou may get the im­ 
p ression there is a Ru ssian au to 
indu stry —bu t that is becau se the 
ZIL p lant in Moscow and the 
GA factory in Gorki are show 
p laces. They are the giants. Bu t 
they are lonely giants becau se 
between them they tu rn ou t 77 p er 
cent of all v ehicles p rodu ced in 
all the Sov iet Socialist Rep u blics. 
Giants or not, these p lants and 
the other 15 tu rned ou t only 500,000 
motor v ehicles in 1900. These in­ 
clu ded, by the way , 385,000 tru cks, 
leav ing 
only 
109,000 
p assenger 
cars. Comp are this with ou r own 
p rodu ction in '60 of 7 ,820,000. Of 
this total 1.J45.000 were tru cks. 
Yet Khru shchev talks lou dly of 
ov ertaking u s. 
Nor is the story different in the

THERE IS a fascinating British 
rep ort which rev eals why Khru sh­ 
chev ’s economy c r e a k s and 
squ eaks like a mail order p air 
of brogans. Aside from the So­ 
v iet's missile and rocket p lants 
there are v irtu ally no efficient p re­ 
cision instru ment facilities. And 
withou t these y ou hav e no real 
p rodu ction and can mou nt no real 
military offensiv e for any length 
of time. 
This British rep ort was tu rned 
in by members of a 42-man Gau ge 
and Tool Makers Association dele­ 
gation from London which tou red 
Ru ssia recently . 


They fou nd working conditions 
in the Sov iet machine tool indu s­ 
try “wou ld not be tolerated by 
the u nions or by the factory in­ 
sp ectorate in Britain.” 


They fou nd also that “safety 
p recau tions were non-ex istent and 


there were glaring inefficiencies 
in Ru ssian p lants. . . . the qu ality 
of machine tools was rou gh and 
ready . . . . maintenance was 
p oor. . . . and the general state 
of 
the 
factories 
was 
shock­ 
ing . . . the Ru ssians obv iou s­ 
ly 
ex aggerate 
p rodu ction 
fig­ 
u res. . . . in one case the max i­ 
mu m ou tp u t wou ld be abou t a 
qu arter of the figu re Claimed.” 
This man Khru shchev is blu ffing 
u s. Bu t obv iou sly he’s not blu ffing 
his own p eop le. The Ru ssian refu ­ 
gee with whom I sp oke said in 
the name of the millions he left 
behind: 


“To hell with the rockets. Steel 
mills and rockets are no dou bt 
good, bu t what my p eop le want 
is a p air of good shoes, a new 
su it and a better dinner.”

The tragedy of Tu nisia is not 
ju st an ep isode in the relations of 
two cou ntries. It is worldwide in 
its significance.

There is debate going on now as 
to where the resp onsibility for 
the attack on French troop s shall 
be p laced. 


Each side will insist it had 
legal 
rights u nder international 
law—the French to p rotect a base 
granted by treaty , and the Tu nis­ 
ians to order a foreign contingent 
to ev acu ate its sov erign territory 
when 
negotiations 
to effect 
a 
change in an ex isting agreement 
had stalled. 


Imp atience - to get an agree­ 
ment signed is not a ju stification 
nowaday s for any nation to start 
a bloody conflict. World op inion 
has fav ored the u se instead of the 
United Nations tribu nals to bring 
abou t a settlement by p eacefu l 
means of all qu estions in disp u te.

cau tiou s and restrained. For Tu ­ 
nisia has been a friend of the 
West. Bu t say s the London Times: 
“President Bou rgu iba, hitherto 
resp ected in the West as a mod­ 
erate nationalist leader in the new 
Africa, cannot ex p ect mu ch sy m­ 
p athy for his latest condu ct ov er 
Bizerte.’ 
“ He can ju stifiably argu e that 
continu ed French p ossession of the 
nav al base at Bizerte is incom­ 
p atible with Tu nisian sov ereignty . 
Bu t dilatory thou gh the French 
may hav e been in this matter, 
there was no ex cu se for Tu nisia 
irecip itating things to the p oint 
where a clash was inev itable. . . . 
“Does Mr. Bou rgu iba seek to 
show that, like the Algerian na­ 
tionalists whose riv alry he fears, 
he can also emp loy force to get 
what he wants from Paris?

Cou ld it be that 
Mr. Bou rgu iba has decided, as

Ev idence of the Sov iet infiltra­ 
tion in situ ations of this kind 
u nfortu nately is nev er made av ail­ 
able by Moscow bu t the circu m­

Someday there may ev en be a 
similar strategy p u rsu ed by Cas­ 
tro, instigated by the Commu n­ 
ists, in a p ossible attack on the

For the Tu nisian affair is not 
an isolated incident. It fits into 
a Commu nist p attern.

THE MAN who seems to hav e

Home, the British foreign secre­ 
tary . In a sp eech Satu rday night 
in London, he said: 
“Nero

bu rned. What are we doing while 
the Commu nists op enly p lot to 
bring u s down? 
“It is the creed of the Com­ 
mu nists, which they rep eat and 
p ractice ev ery hou r of the day , 
that, kep t u nder constant u nrelent­ 
ing p ressu re, ou r way of life will 
collap se from within becau se it 
will lose insp iration and the will 
to su rv iv e. 
"The first necessity for ou r p eo­ 
p le is to awake to the natu re of 
the challenge. It is by way of 
the cold war to attack. 
“ For instance, a notable v ic­ 
tory for the Commu nists wou ld 
be to tu rn ou r y ou ng generation 
into u nilateralists. . . Ru ssia and 
China wou ld not shed a weap on 
bu t we shou ld hav e shed any 
p ossibility of indep endent action.

PlaneTells Of Incident

MIAMI, Fla. (AP)—There was 
steak for lu nch and steak for su p­ 
per. And daiqu iri cock tails. 
“ How is the food? Everyone in 
Cu ba eats lik e this,” one of ou r 
heavily armed gu ards told me. 
Then he ask ed, “ Are you going to 
teli the people back in Florida 
abou t it?” I think they were try­ 
ing to cou nteract the stories abou t 
food shortages in Cu ba. 
Another thing 
the Cu bans I 
talk ed with insisted absolu tely, 
positively that commu nism does 
not exist in Cu ba. It’s socialism, 
they told me. 
Ali this while Fidel Castro and 
a big crowd of Cu bans stood in 
a pou ring rain to welcome Yu ri 
Gagarin, the Ru ssian astronau t 
who arrived at Jose Marti Air­ 
port shortly after ou r hijack ed 
Miami-to-Tampa 
airliner 
was 
forced to land. 
When the gu nman took over on 
the plane, I don’t believe anyone 
k new what was going on and even 
the hostess “Casey” (Joan) Jones 
only 
su rmised 
something 
was 
afoot. 
After the hijack er lock ed him­ 
self and the pilots in the cock pit, 
Miss Jones sat down beside me 
in seat No. 8 , abou t midway of 
the airliner. 
"You k now what? I can’t get 
into the cock pit,” she told me. 
“ Why not telephone? I ask ed. “I 
tried to bu t I can’t get throu gh,” 
she replied, and added, “Maybe 
I ’ll see you in Havana.” 
Sometime after that the no­ 
smok ing 
and 
fasten-seat-belts 
signs went on althou gh we were 
flying at 12,000 or 13,000 feet. I 
k new then that something was 
amiss. The pilot annou nced over 
the pu blic address system that 
he was proceeding to Havana at 
gu npoint, and advised all of u s 
to do nothing and remain calm. 
Everybody did ju st as he said. 
In fact the only comment I heard 
was from someone a seat or two 


away saying, "Boy, we’ve had it 
today.” 
At Havana we were tak en ou t 
three at a time and were car­ 
ried in Jeeps and cars to the air­ 
port bu ildings where we saw men, 
women and k ids all wearing gu ns. 
At the airport hotel the passen­ 
gers were all isolated from every­ 
one. We got extremely cou rteou s 
treatment bu t every requ est we 
made—even to go to a rest room 
—tou ched off a conference. They 
cou ldn’t seem to give a straight 
answer. 
I think I was the first to ask 
permission to mak e a telephone 
call to tell my wife, Christine, 
that I was OK. They tu rned that 
down. Later after I got chu mmy 
with some of the gu ards I re­ 
newed the requ est bu t after a 
hu ddle, they said no. 
I’m heading ou t on my rou nds 
again 
representing a television 
film distribu ting company. This 
time I’m bou nd for Atlanta. 
The planes traveling that wav] 
aren’t lik ely to get hijack ed I 
gu ess, u nless someone is look ing 
for a free trio to Red China.

He pledg ed to take the initiativ e 
in seeking a peacefu l solu tion 
throu g h neg otiation with the So­ 
v iet Union bu t ru led ou t any solu ­ 
tion which wou ld y ield West Ber­ 
lin to ommu mst demands. 
“We seek peace,” he said, “bu t 
we shall not su rrender.” 
Kennedy made clear that the 
military reinforcements he wants 
are not to meet the Berlin crisis 
alone bu t hav e been Vsig ned 
throu g h long weeks of planning 
to g iv e the United States a per­ 
manent boost in streng th 
“to 
meet a worldwide threat, on a 
basis which stretches far bey ond 
the present Berlin crisis.” 
He called on the NATO allies to 
step u p their own military prepar­ 
ation toward the 30-div ision g oal 
which NATO set sev eral y ears 
ag o 
for 
combat-ready 
defense 
forces in Western Eu rope. While 
he did not mention specific fig ­ 
u res he said that nothing less 
than fu lfillment of the ag reed lev ­ 
el of streng th will su ffice. He in­ 
dicated that the United States is 
ready to pu t g reater resou rces into 
Eu rope’s defenses. 
The President told the nation his 
six -point prog ram 
will 
requ ire 
sacrifice, cou rag e and persev er­ 
ance. 
Kennedy said the measu res will 
not immediately requ ire any in­ 
crease in tax es thou g h they mean 
an officially estimated bu dg et def­ 
icit of more than $5 billion. Bu t 
he declared blu ntly that if tax in­ 
creases are needed to achiev e a 
balanced bu dg et nex t Janu ary , 
“those increased tax es will be re­ 
qu ested.”

activ e-du ty 
streng th of the Nav y and 63,000 
in the activ e-du ty streng th of the 
Air Force. 
4. An immediate order, which 
is within the President’s present 
au thority , that draft calls “be 
dou bled and tripled in the coming 
plu s a requ est from 
Cong ress for au thority to call u p 
v ariou s ready reserv e u nits and 
indiv idu al reserv ists. Giv en su ch 
au thority , Kennedy said he plans 
to order a nu mber of air trans­ 
port squ adrons and Air National 
Gu ard tactical squ adrons to ac­ 
tiv e du ty in order to increase 
U.S. airlift capacity . 
He said 
other reserv e forces will be called 
u p if needed. 


5. Retention and reactiv ation of 
“many ships and planes” which 
hav e been retired from activ e 
serv ice or were du e for retire­ 
ment. Kennedy said specifically 
he wou ld delay retirement of B47 
bombers in order to streng then 
U.S. strateg ic airpower. 
6. Procu rement of nonnu clear 
weapons, ammu nition and equ ip­ 
ment at a lev el which will take 
abou t $1.8 billion, or a little more 
than half of the $3,247,000,000 
requ ested new military money . 
Kennedy said he had heard the 
arg u ment that West Berlin, su r­ 
rou nded by Sov iet troops and 
close to Sov iet su pply lines, was 
“militarily u ntenable.” 
“So was Bastog ne. So, in fact, 
was Staling rad. Any dang erou s 
spot is tenable if brav e men will 
make it so,’ Kennedy said. 
The 
President 
deliv ered 
his 
speech seated behind his desk in 
his White Hou se office. His man­ 
ner 
was 
intense

throu g hou t. He nev er smiled. 
Becau se of added personal re­

There seemed to be consid­ 
erable concern abou t the effect

The nu mbers slip bu y er — the 
person who g ets cau g ht with a 
slip in his possession—g ets off a 
little easier, the first time arou nd. 
His top fine will be $500 and his 
max imu m jail sentence will be 
six months. A second offense will 
pu t him in the same boat with the 
operators and sellers, $500-1,000 
fine and one to three y ears in 
prison. 
The off-track bookmaking law is 
effectiv e Sept. 18 and treats both 
bu y er and seller alike. Violators 
in both categ ories are su bject on 
first offense to top fines of $500 
and u p to six months in jail. Sec­ 
ond offenders in both g rou ps re­ 
ceiv e a $5 00-1,000 fine and one to 
three y ears in prison. 
The spot-card or sports pool law 
is effectiv e Sept. 15, ju st abou t the 
time the operators wou ld other­ 
wise be entering their happy hu nt­ 
ing g rou nds—the football season. 
Sellers, ju st as in the nu mbers 
bu siness, g et no second chance. 
They are socked with the max i­ 
mu m $500-1,000 fine and one to 
three y ears in prison from the 
start. The two - step penalty for 
bu y ers set u p u nder the other two 
laws will g reet those who patron­ 
ize the spot-card bu siness.

My recent rem arks on the im ­ 
p ortant subject of breast cancer 
broug ht forth the following criti­ 
cism s that m erit more than p ass­ 
ing attention. 
“ You recently made the state­ 
m ent that breast cancer is a p ain­ 
less disturbance. Perhap s it is in 
he 
early 
m on­ 
ths before 
i t 
has been detect-, 
ed. But I must 
tell y ou that it 
can be 
v e r y 
p ainful and y our 
readers 
should 
be so informed. 
Otherwise there 
mig ht be an un­ 
lucky few w h o 
think ‘Oh, well. 
This can’t be any thing serious. Dr. 
Hy man said there is no p ain from 
breast cancer.' And then they ’ll g o 
on blithely ig norant until it’s too 
late.” 
And in the sam e v ein: 
“ You m ade the statem ent that 
breast cancer is a p ainless dis­ 
turbance. I am sure y ou m a de 
that statem ent as a doctor, not 
as a cancer v ictim. For, in real­ 
ity , this is a false statem ent. 
“ I had a small 
lump 
in 
my 
breast for more than a y ear. It 
was observ ed by a most rep utable 
surg eon who is not ‘knife-hap p y ’ 
Because the tum or was sensitiv e 
and tender, he was led to believ e 
it was benig n. 
Later, 
when 
it 
chang ed in shap e and size, h e 
finally remov ed it and it p rov ed 
to be m alig nant. 
“ You well m eaning doctors are 
m isleading p eop le by just 
such 
statem ents as y ou made. No doubt 
y ou m eant ex trem e p ain such as 
occurs in adv anced cases. 
B u t 
w hat I m ean is tenderness. That 
is to say , sensitiv ity to the touch 
I mean this to be help ful criticism 
since I hold y ou in hig h esteem 


I FEEL THE NEED for m aking 
a clarify ing statem ent, p articular 
ly for the benefit of my kindly 
critics to whom I am m ost g rate 
ful. I m ust rep eat the statem ent 
that uncom p licated breast cancer 
is a p ainless disturbance. I d i 
not state—and do not state—that 
the p resence of p ain ex cludes the 
p ossibility of m alig nancy 
in 
breast lump . For uncomp lic a t ed 
breast cancer m ay occur 
in 
breast that is p ainful for 
some 


other reason, as breasts often are 
By the sam e token, the 
un 
comp licated breast cancer is not 
sensitiv e to the touch. But 
the 
p resence of sensitiv ity does 
not 
ex clude the p ossibility of m alig ­ 
nancy , since m any women hav e 
breast sensitiv ity and they 
m ay 
dev elop 
cancerous 
g row ths 
i n 
quite the sam e m anner as women 
whose breasts are insensitiv e. 
Perhap s both my critics and I 
would ag ree to the following p rin­ 
cip les with reg ard to any isolated 
lump in the breast w hether p ain­ 
ful or indolent, w hether sensitiv e 
or insensitiv e: 


Hav e it remov ed by a comp e 
tent surg eon who has access 
to 
comp lete facilities for im m ediate 
diag nostic inv estig ation and 
f o r 
further surg ery if necessary . The 
microscop e and only the m icro - 
scop e tells the whole story . 
Remov al of the benig n tum or 
for inv estig ation is a m inor p ro­ 
cedure. 


Remov al of a tum or whose ap ­ 
p earance is susp iciously or defi 
nitely m alig nant calls for 
m ore 
ex tensiv e surg ery without further 
loss of time. W hether this requires 
remov al of the breast alone (sim ­ 
p le m astectom y ) or of the m uscles 
and g lands in the near v icinity 
(radical m astectom y ) is a decision 
that m ust be m ade by the surg eon 
and the surg eon alone. 
If y ou hav e a lump , y ou are en­ 
titled to request its remov al for 
microscop ic study without reg ard 
to any other factor or g roup of 
factors.
